“IT doubt if any State in the Un- 
ion has had to iace what Califor- 
nia now facing in her forest-ftre 
situation,” asserted Paul G. Red- 
ington, district forester. “We still 
have two and one-haif months of 
fire weather. The fire season ordi- 


{narily starts June 16, and yet up 


to today we have had 900 fires, 
causing a loss of $1,500,000 and an 
expense of $150,000 to extinguish. 
There have been 250 fires since 
July 1. Of the 900 total, 700 were 
man-caused and preventable, | 

“I believe the situation can be 
controlled, but the big question is 
to educate the people, and this or- 
ganization can do a vast amount 
of good in this education.

more than three weeks. 


Houcke said, wax “serious.” There 
have been two outbreaks of the 
foot-and-mouth disease during the 
past two weeks in the National 
Forest in that count and, until 
the snow next winter drives all the 
live stock out of it he could not be 
sure no infected animals remainea 
in the timber. There were sixty 
government men on the ground, 
however, he said, and the situation 
did not justify discouragement. 

Asked how the indemnification of 
live-stock men for their losses was 
progressing. Houcke said that he 
could not speak for the State, but 
that the Federal government was 
making indemnity payments right 
along. In some cases, he sald, 
farmers were receiving financial as- 
sistance from their banks. 


No REINFECTIONS 


One of the most gratifying as- 
pects of the restoring operations, 
the Federal director stated, was 
the fact that in all the tests 
which had been completed there 
had not been a single case of re- 
infection. This was tn marked con- 
trast to the experience in England, 
where, he said, about 20 per cent 
of tests resulted in \reinfections. 

The procedure in restocking was 
described by Houcke as follows: 
Thirty days after a premise has 
been cleaned and. infected the 
owner ie permitted to bring in a 
few test animals from some non- 
infected section, although in the 
case of large ranches a delay of 
ninety days is required. The test 
period lasts thirty days, during 
which the animals are allowed free 
range of the premises and are in- 
spected frequently by government 
officials, If at the end of the pe- 
riod there has been no reinfection, 
the owner of the premises is per- 
mitted to begin regular restocking 
with a few animals at a time. Ali 
premises are kept under strict 
quarantine until sixty days after 
the test has been completed. No 
premise in the State has been re- 
leased from quarantine yet.

Sons of Old Eli Victorious Over Canada by Three and 
One-Half Lengths at Argenteuil

NATION IS URGED 
TO JOIN LEAGUE 


Selfishness Should Prompt 
Act Says Speaker 


— — 


Prof. Irving Fisher Tells of 
Dieſi to Johnson 


— 


Asserts Senator Refused to 
Debate Issue 


Selfishness alone, aside from 
moral responsibilty, should force 
America’s entrance into the League 
of Nations, Prof. Irving Fisher ot 
Yale University, economist and one 


of the foremost champions: of the 
League, declared in an address last 
night at Angelus Temple. 

Prof. Fisher told of challenging 
Senator Johnson to a public debate 
on the League. He said the latter 
had replied by telegram declining 
the challenge on the ground that 
he never engaged in joint debates. 

The selfish reasons for America 
ae the League are numerous, 


rof. Fisher said, though the un- 


selfish ones should weigh far more 
heavily in the eyes of the people 
of the country. 

The most potent reason why th 
United States should enroll with 
her sister nations in the League is 
that its record to date is good and 
reasanri and that it has proved 
its ability to handle delicate inter- 
national situations impartially and 
in such a manner as to avert pos- 
sible wars. 


WORTH PROVED 

“This country may be excused 
for misjudging the League in 1919 
and 1920," he said, but it cannot 

excused now. The record of 
t League in the past four years 
proves it to be neither a super- 
state nor a visionary idea carried 
out. Like all human institutions, 
it proves to be in concrete reality 
not exactly what it seemed to be on 
paper, but nevertheless a practi- 
cal institution for the attainment 
of world peace through the mobili- 
gation of world opinion. 

“The League has headed off six 
wars already. Any one of these 
might have developed into an- 
other world conflagration had it 
not been for its intervention.” 

Prof. Fisher then went on to 
instances in which the 
League's intervention prevented 
possible wars. He discussed the 
invasion by Jugo-Slavia of Albania 
in an attempt to seize territory in 
dispute between the two nations. 
The League acted. Jugo-Slavia 
found it impossible to raise the 
loan with which it intended to pur- 
sue the war against Albania. Her 
exchange fell and the matter was 
finally submitted to arbitration. 


IBON OUT DISPUTE 


The second instance of the 
League's intervention was that be- 
tween Italy and Greece over the 
Corfu incident. Prof. Fisher de- 
clared that ordinarily this instance 
is regarded as showing the com- 
plete impotence of the League, but 
he declared that even in this crisis 
it functioned at least 75 per cent 
effectively. 

In this case, he said Premier 
Mussolinio seized the island with 
the intention of retaining it perma- 
nently. He refused to allow the 
League to consider the question 
and threatened to withdraw from 
the League. Yet the League suc- 
ceeded in ironing out the dispute 
and forcing Italy to withdraw from 
the island, preventing what for a 
time seemed certain to develop 
into another wear. 

Premier Mussolini, to save his 
face, finally agreed to allow the 
Council of Ambassadors to con- 
sider the care after the opinion of 
Europe had. been stirred up against 
him. Individual members of the 
League thereupon wired to this 
Council a plan of settlement. This 
was submitted to Mussolini and 
he was forced to accept, Prof. 
Fisher stated. ; 

„Some people criticised the 
League for not standing on its 
dignity. but the purpose of the 
League is to maintain peace and 
to follow whatever method best 
secures that end,” the speaker 
concluded.

His fa- 
ther, incensed, forced the boy to 
kill the dog. 

“As the dog expired,” the man 
told Miss Duncan, “his spirit was 
released and entered my breast, 
which made of mea god.

‘ARMERS AGAIN HAPPY 

With corn selling in the Chicago pit at 
$1.10 a bushel and wheat advancipg steadily 
toward $1.50 the managers of the Davis and 
La Follette campaignés are having a strenu- 
ous time organizing the discontent of the 
farmers. The farmers themselves are too 
busy harvesting their crops to pay much 
attention to politics; and they are fairly 
well satisfied with an administration under 
which prosperity is coming back to the 
farm. 

Just why grain should have skyrocketed 
after the political conventions ig not easy 
to explain. According to the calamity howl- 
ers, both corn and wheat should now be strik- 
ing new low levels. They represented both 
the legislation passed and refused passage 
by the Republican administration as fatal 
to the agricultural interests. Many of the 
things that the organizations of farmers 
asked for were not granted by Congress, 
but wheat and corn are selling at good 
prices. 

Biowly but surely the farmers themselves 
are coming to learn that they have been 
blaming the government for things which 
were outside the government's control. 
When times were bad in the agricultural 
districts they blamed it on the government. 
Now the farmers are wondering whether 
the Republican administration has had any- 
thing to do with the ‘temporary return 
prosperity. : 

Capitalizing discontent has seldom proved 
profitable in American politics; for Destiny 
seems to so order things that just at the 
time when the professional agitators think 
they are going to cash in the conditions 
responsible for the discontent disappear. 

Farmers are not likely to get much sym- 
pathy over their sore financial straits when 
corn is selling well above $1 a bushel. And 
honest farmers are not likely to find fault 
with an administration under which such 
prices prevail.
